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The  PREFACE  to  the  Reader. 

DEfigni^g  t$  Puhlijh  thefe  Papers,  on  a  SnhjeB  in  which  every 
one  is  now,  cr  will  hereafter  be  Concern'd,  I  aMrejl^  to  the  E- 
vening  Meeting College,  after  they  had  given  their 
Advice  to  a  large  Confluence  of  Patients,  for  a  more  particular 
Information, lately  met  with  fomeP^d^^divom  on  the  Difpen- 
fary.  They  gave  me  the  Reafbns,  w>hich  mov'd  them  to  make  the, 
^ /rj^Siibfciption  ro  Repofitory  0/ Medicines. 

I.  That  the  Apothecaries  often  Reproach  \the  Phyficians, 
that  the  Poor  were  left  to  their  Care,  and  that  they  negleBed  the  Phar¬ 
maceutic  Part,  or  Preparations  cf  Remedies,  which  was  now 
lodg'd  in  themfelves, 

I  was  convinc'd  that  the  Difpenlary  is  the  greatefl  Relief  to  the 
Poor,  who  have  the  befl:  advice,  and  the  belt  Phyflck  at  a  very 
finall  Expence. 

The  Phyficians  are  frequently  confidering  the  Drugs,  and  as  care¬ 
fully  viewing  the  common  Preparations,  improving  them,  and  ad¬ 
ding  others,  which  they  judge  more  ufeful  to  the  various  intentions  of 
their  j^rt, 

2.-  The  Citizens  very  often  Complain  to  their  Phyflcians 
cf  the  very  chargeable  Bills  of^  dhe  Apothecaries,  and  declare 
their  Jealoufie  of  a  Combination  in  the  multiplying  Medicines, 
and  Dofes  ,  beyond  the  Exigence  of  ^^^-'Difeale. 

The  Difpenfary  gives  releif  to  the  Firfl,  h  affording  theirs 
almod  at  the  Firfi  Cofl,  15  or  18  in  20  Cheaper  than  they 
are  paid  for  in  the  Bill,  at  Chriflmas.  ^nd  the  Difpenfary 
Phyflcians  being  under  no  Engagements  with  the  Apotheca¬ 
ries,  Curj  their  Patients  with  One,  or  a  few  Prefcription€,  in 
lefs  difficult  Diforders:  with  no  more,  than  are  necelfary  in 
the  more  dangerous  Diftempers,  carefully  avoiding  f  all  Me¬ 
dicines  aBir^  on  Nature  wdth  more  or  lefs  violence)  the  more 
hazardous  Extreme.  The  Charge  is  under  10  or  20  Shillings 
in  a  Feaver  or  Small  Pox,  injTead  of  fo  many  Pounds.  Ada- 
ny  others  require  not  Phyflck  of  more  than  Three  or  Four  Shil- 
■lings,  which  by  the  Cratt  of  Juh dividing  into  Boles,  and  Pow¬ 
ders,  and  Draughts  are  in  the  Sum  total  of  a  Bill  Four  or 
.Five  Pounds,  the  Rates  to  he  fuppcrted  by  the  very  hard  Names, 
with  which  they  are  Dignify' d  fr  this  purpoje. 
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.  '^.  The  Third  Reafon  refpeBs  the  Phyfidans.  They  htn/e  hen 
many  Years  under  the  dread  of  the  Apothecaries  pomr  who 
avowedly  own,  they  Command  in  all  the  Families,  aU  can 
bring  m,  or  turn  out,  whom  they  pleafe.  They  obfervy,  the  Go* 
vern  as  ^  Tyrant  his  Subjeds,  make  them  obedient  L  the 
grtemm  Taxes  they  are  force  to  Pay.  The  People  from  the 
exwhuant  Payments  to  them,  dare  not  confdt  a  Phyfkan,  »«- 
lejs  ifit  the  lajt  extremuy  of  a  Difeafe. 

^The  PhgTicians  would  gwern  their  Patients,  only  by  their  own 
.  They  have  the  Liberty  of  having  very  cheap  Phvfiek  ' 

Ifipead  of  very  dear,  and  confuliing  them  at  the  begin  nine  of  a 
Diftcmper,>«r/'/>m  Expence  which  fhall  at  any  time  furlrij 

They  would  prevent  their  own  Ruine,  chiefly  from  their  belt 
Succefs.  This  has  km  hitherto  the  Cafe  of  the  Faculty,.  If 
thp  Conquered  a  Dittemper,  ehe  Remedy  ( tho'  not  the  manner 
of  ufiug  It  )  becomes  Apothecaries  Nolirum,  to  be  Sold  out 
to  every  one,  and  their  Succejfors  ;  adnd  the  DoCtor  left  at  leifurc 
to  invent  more,  to  remain  with  him  during  the  Cure  of  one  'Pa- 
ttetu,  hie  the  Ephemera,  which  lives  but  one  Day.  ^ 

Thus  the  Dilpenfarjr  complies  with  the  Two  Propofals  of  the 
Apothecaries,  removes  the  Peoples  Complaints  md  Jealoufy 
f.  Cheat  them  by  all  Phyficians,  and  gives  the  licenie 

to  hm  of  ufmg  hts  own  Method  and  Prefcript,  to  his  Patients 
advantage  and  his  own*  ^ 

The  Apothecary  cannot  with  any  ingenuity  complain  that  h¥ 
■16  injured.  For  as  he  Jet z^es  m  the  Advifing  part^  as  ^’Depen- 
dency,  he  would  annex  to  theSh.0^  Trade  .*  The  ^other  from  fhe 
Example  kings  them  both  together  to  the  better  Service  f  the 
Publick.  Aj^thecary  proves  <««  Ambodexter,  feels  the

paring  the  befi  Medicines,  as  their  halt” tm  and  ModeWtr  i 
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The  Apothecaries  dejlroy  themjelves  hy  thei/  Numbers,  mdti- 
flying  from  a  Thoufknd  to  as  many  more  in  the  /pace  of  Eight 
Years,  Mthont  any  Profpe^  of  che cling  the  fuperflpmis  Increafe. 

They  mnfj;  therefore  acciife  the  unhappy  Condubi:  of  their  Com¬ 
pany,  T^ho  would .  not  forefeCy  and  are  now  infenfible  of  its  fatal 
Gonfequenees., 

They  avow  with  ajfurance,  that  they  have  or  will  tale  the  Prailicc 
of  Phyfick  into  their  own  Hands y  only  referve  Five  or  Six  Great 
Men,  to  tale  on  themf elves  Odium  of  Deaths  of  their  Cufto- 
mers.  The  Sur^ons  fare  not  letter  than  the  Faculty,  They  -are  re- 
fervd  for  the  Difficult  Cafes,  are  rob’d  of  all  the  more  common',  by 
jHceefs  in  which,  they  can  only  acquire  Si^iW  and  lytyiltnVf  for  the 
more  Important.  The  Poor  are  undone  in  every  Sicknefs,  and  de- 
liroyed  In  the  fubfequent,  deter  d  from  applying  to  any  Relief 
The  Dil^nfary  pre'tends  toptcftrv^thofe,  who  are  atprefent  more 
numerous  than  the  Apothecaries. 

It  will  he  the  Alma  Mater  to  the  Phyficians the  T wo  Uni- 
verfities :  who  will  he  able  to  Exercife  the  Learning  they  had  acquirU" 
there. 

The  other  Oh'pSiioti  I  have  often  heard  from  the  more  wnohlktY'mg 
People,  or  whofe  Memory  may  not  ferve  them  well,  that  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  fell  us  Cheap.  It’s  granted,  if  they  will.  But  do  not  they  ly 
their  own  andtheuodtQx^s  AxthRct%  in  dividing,  fell  an  EletRuary 
of  12  Pence  (the  mofi  Cordial  and  moji  ufd  Feavers  ) “i// 
jBoles/or  12  Half  Crowns  :  A  Julep  of  the  fame  Value,  put  into 
little  Glaffes,  for  almofi  as  much.  A  bitter  or  other  Deco6i:ion, 
which  may  he  Boyl’d  at  Home  in  Silver,  or  cleaner  VelTels,  then  in 
'f^eShop,  ofTwo  or  Three  Pence,  brought  in  little  Dofcs,  at  10 
or  12  Shillings.  We  will  not  quarrel  their  1 1  Pence  in  the  Shilling 
Profit,  would  only  prevent  the  return  of  it  q.o  times  in  24  Hours' 
many  days  following,  when  the  Padents.advantage  is  the  leaf  part 
of  the  Defign  of  the  mincing  and  ilibiividing. 

The  Lafi  and  Hilefi  Obje&ion  is,  that  the  fuJfcrihers  to  the  Dif- 
penfar)?"  are  not  as  Eminent, as  the  Pfiyricians  their  Favourites. .  IPs 
own’d  they  can  mal§  Famous  or  Infamous,  by  -a  few  Cabals  and 
Vifits  in  all  Quarters  of  the  Tdmxi.^  But  is  there  any  part  of  Phyfick, 
even  Poetry,  which  tMfe  Gentlemen  cannot  pretend  to,  as  mM- as 
the  other,  who  diiirultt^f/r  Merit,  by  -  vour ting  their 'Vzvoux, 
and  putting  .themjelves  mto  their  Service,  .  and  plying  them.,.:,  Pt>r- 
ters  a  Shop  of  the  larger^  Bufinefi* 

1  could  not, till  after  a  /^o;?^Difcourfe  penetrate  into  the  more  abfirdfe 
Atd  fecrtt  defign  e/ ,  Difpenfaryo  ’Twas  lafi  by  thofe

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A  Letter  from  a  Merchant  in  London, 
to  a  Dilpenfary  Phylician, 


SIR, 

Ireflefted  often  after  ray  recovery  from  my  Feaver  on 
the  method  reviv’d  by  the  Dffpenfary  Vhyficlans^  of 
treating  their  Patients  with  zfew  Medicines  (not  almoil 
hourly  every  day,  as  is  the  prefent  mode  of  the  Town) 
but  as  yon  obferve  the  effcft  of  the  and  the  apparent 
exigence  of  the  Difeafe.  This  Caution  gave  me  a  greater 
confidence  in  your  Art^  and  was  iraprov  d  by  the  aflhrance 
I  had  of  the  Medicines  being  faithfully  prepar’d  and  dif- 
penc’t  at  the  College :  the  expence  of  which  was  lefs  during 
my  confinement,  than  I  have  had  formerly  exafted  in  one 
day.  How  often  have  I  thought  of  the  ftrift  command  you 
gave,  that  I  fhould  after  my  rejllefs  nights^  remain  Hndifiurh'd 
till  almofl:  Noon^  and  of  the  repofeand  refrefhment  1  never 
fail’d  of  during  the  morning.  You  demanded  tht  fir fl  view  of 
me,  before  I  was  rufled  by  any  intrufm^  efpecially  by  thofc 
who  from  a  groundlefs  pretence  to  skill  difturb  by  vain 
enquiries^  or  terrifie  by  random  Prognoflicks^  the  entertain¬ 
ment  for  the  mind  during  the  inquietude  of  the  night 
following. 

When  you  allow’d  me  to  fit  up  and  receive  my  Friends,  I 
had  one  day  the  converfation  of  my  Relations,  who  had 
confulted  you.  They  entertain’d  me  with  this  new  Revolu- 
non  in  Phyfick,  and  the  generous  defign  of  the  Difpenfary^ 
with  which  they  declar’d  themfelves  extremely  fatisfy’d. 
They  told  me  that  this  Conteft  between  the  Honeft  Phyficians 
of  the  Difpenfary  (thus  it  feems  you  are  diftinguifht,  tho  the 
word  has  lately  loft  its  valued  and  x\\z  Apothecaries  oi\  the  o- 
ther  fide,fupported  by  Confederates  the  Ant L College  Phy- 
(kiahs^  was  as  much  the  common  Difcourfe  abroad,  as  the 
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difference  of  the  two  Companies,^^  the  Bank  and  their  Antago- 
nifls^  or  the  great  Fadions,  which  divide  the  Nation.  ’Twas 
not  very  eafie  to  us,  to  find  out,  upon  what  reafons  and  pre¬ 
tences  this  Controverjy  began,  and  is  now  carried  on  with  fo 
niuch  heat  and  anlmoflty. 

But  we,  who  had  been  advis'  d  by  you,  and  had  us’d  the 
College  Remedies,  could  more  eafilydifcover  the  true  caufes 
of  this  Separation,^  than  the  Citiz,ens,^  who  yet  ly  under  great 
Errours  and  Prejadices  jin  this  Ajfair, 

^  The  cafe  1  prefume  (and  it  was  the  Opinion  of  the  whole 
Company)  may  be  Rated  in  thefe  few  particulars. 

That  the  Honefl  Phyfician  is  obligM  by  the  Trufl: 
repos’d  in  him  by  his  Patient,  and  his  Imerefi  in  the  Saccefs^ 
to  takeC^re,  that  the  Medicines  ate  ejfeclaal  and  Difpenct 
with  the  utraoft  Fidelity,  For  if  the  Inftruments  he  ufes  are 
notgood,  the  effed  of  his  Advice  is  ioR,  and  by  a  miRake 
in  Weight  or  Meafare  the  Life  of  the  Patient  deRroy*d. 

The  Apothecary  negleds  his  dmy  to  the  Phyfician  and  the 
Sick  ;  Is  rarely  in  his  Shop,,  prepars  few  Afedicines,,  but  buys 
them  abroad  under  great  uncertainties,  and  trufts  raw  un¬ 
experienc’d  Apprentices  to  feled  the  Ingredients  and  meafurc 
the  Proportion  in  the  Prefeript, 

The  people,,  who  are  not  acquainted  with  thQ  Difpenfary^of 
two  Evils,,  as  thy  think,  choofe  the  leaR.  They  believe 
that,  hf  uhng  the  Apothecary,  they  fave  the  Phyficians  Fee"* 
tho  the  Medicines  exceffively  rated,  and  brought  in  little 
parcels  to  be  taken  often,  rife  to  a  greater  fum,  (  by  three 
in  four  in  moR  cafes  )  than  both  the  Advice  and  Plryfick 
neceffary  in  moR  Dlficmpers, 

The  Afiociate  Party  of  the  College  often  feeling  the  Apo^ 
thecaries  power  in  the  Families,  readily  come  in,  or  are  for¬ 
ced  to  ferve  under  them,  on  condition  they  forward  with 
all  their  Arts  the  Increafe  of  the  Bill,  and  raife  their  Ability 
£0  advife  to  an  equal  pitch  with  their  own  :  By  both  which 
the  Apothecaries  IntereR  is  more  confirmM  and  improv’d. 

Your  therefore  is,  to  revive  the  former  Pra^ 
Bice  of  Phyfiick,,  particularly  that  of  Dr.  Loveer  and  Dr.  5y-. 
denham,  who  had  much  greater  fuccefs  with  fewer  Remedies  - 
then  are  now  upon  thefe  different  projeds  fore  d  upon  the 
people ;  or  rather  to  expofe  to  publick  view,  the  methods 
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the  Thyjicians  at  this  time  and  the  .Apothecaries.^  nfe  to  them* 
[elves  and  Friends.^  of  avoiding  carefully  the  excefs,  by 
th^  mo^  innocent  things,  when  Nature  is  diforder’d, 
become  defiruBive, 

You  defign  to  convince  the  People  by  their  experience  ^ 
that  the  moil  ufcful  and  efeBual  remedies  are  of  no  great 
price. 

The  will  foon  become  fenfible  that  the  Expence  in 
almoft  all  Difeafes  of  each  day  will  be  of  one,  two,  or  three 
Shillings,  inftead  of  fo  many  pounds,^  at  the  ufual  rates  of 
the  modern  management,  and  that  their  DiflempersviV^ 
fooner  yeild  to  a  few  well  prepar’d  College  Medicines,  than 
to  the  common  decay’d  ,vitious,and  adulterate  of  the  Shops, 
and  that  the  Phyfaians  Reward  and  the  Expence  of  what  he 
advifes,  comes  far  fliort  of  the  Sum  Total  of  a  long  Bill, 

Your  Difpenfary^  therefore  cannot  fail  of  the  Univerfel  ap¬ 
probation,  efpecially  when  the  people  fhall  refled,  that  in 
many  cafes  they  have  us’d  themfelves,  the  method  yon  re¬ 
commend.-  preparing  in  their  Bonks  thQ  white  BecoBlon  ^ 
purging  Infufions  oi  Rhubarb  and  Sena-  or  ufing  the  com¬ 
mon  Cordial  Waters.^  Spirits  and  TinBures.^  bought  of  the 
Druggifi,^  Chymifi.^  or  Whole-fale^Shop,  * 

But  when  its  ufe  lhall  become  more  puhUch.^  your  generous 
Charity  nnd  rogntd  to  Mankind^  will  be  loudly  applauded^ 
and  the  advantage  from  it  to  this  City  allowed  to  be  of  great-  ‘ 
er  extent  ,  than  all  the  Royal  and  munificent  Hofpitals  in 
Europe. 

We  could  take  this (hort  view  of  the  pfefent  and  the  fu¬ 
ture  ftate  of  Phyjick  (  which  is  obvious  to  every  one,  who 
will  confider  his  own  Intereft,  or  not  be  very  unwilling  to 
be  inform’d  )  but  becaufe  it  is  an  Jfair  of  the  greatelt 
concern  of  our  Life.-  Your  Friends  oblig’d  me  to  confult  you, 
and  repo^o  them  your  Opinion  of  the  greivous  Difiemper 
and  the  probable  methods  of  curing  it,  with  an  unani¬ 
mous  refolutiort  to  fupport  and  encourage  a  Dejignysy  which 
*  all  Conditions  of  Men  are  equally  oblig’d. 

You  prepar’d  me  to  receive  the  difmal  Jccount  of  the  bar~ 
bardous  treatment  of  the  Sick.,  by  a  Preliminary 
which  no  reafonable  Perfon  can  refufe  to  allow.,  that  the 
Zeal  and  Concern  the  Difpenfary  Phyficians  exprefs  to  relieve 
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the  Publick,  ought  not  to  be  lefs,  than  is  jiiftly  expefted 
by  every  particular,  when  he  commits  his  Health  andLife 
to  the  Care  and  Integrity  of  his  Phyfidan. 

I  am  afraid,  my  rnemory  has  not  retain’d  the  whole,  your 
information  confining  of  fo  many  parts  :  But  thele  have 
made  on  me  too  great  an  Imprefllon,  to  be  eafily  for¬ 
gotten. 

That  weave  more  mpos’d  on,  than  any  other  in 

the  H^'orld,  in  all  the  Jns,  which  relate  to  Health  and 
Life, 

That  the  comnion  and  moft  uleful  Remedies  on  the 

people  at  a  rate  in  the  moft  fifty  times,  in  many  other  one 
hundred  times  more, then  their  intrinfick  value. 

That  the  exorbitant  Expenfe  mines  the  Poor^  deters  them 
and  the  Wedthy  from  a  juft  care  of  their  Healthy  to  avoid 
the  oppreftive  treatment  in  fubfequent  Difeafes, 

That  to  hide  thefe  Exactions  from  the  people,  the  j4to^ 
thecaries  allow  none  to  practice  with  them,  but  thofe  Phyfi- 
dans  who  betray  their  Profeffwn^  countenance  the  ufe  of  a 
vaf  quantity  oi  deftiuSive  to  Healthy  and  fupport 

the  exorbitant  rates  in  the  Bill, 

That  the  Phyficians  are  by  them  brought  into  all  the  Fa¬ 
milies,  even  thofe,  in  which  the  is  greatly  concern’d 

whofe  moft  diftinguifhing  Character  is  taken  from  their  Zeal 
to  ferve  their  Jnterefl, 

Writing  well  is  the  Language  for  writing  a  very  long  Pre^ 
fcripion  ^  fo  much  of  it  is  for  the  Patient^  the  larger  part  is 
the  Bribe  or  gratuity  to  thefe  New  Solicitors,^  who  cannot  fail, 
when  they  aftume  the  power  to  govern  and  command(in  the 
Phyfick  huflnefs)  all  their  Cnflomers, 

The  efteem  of  the  Profejfion  is  funk,  by  the  Scandal  of  all 
the  Deaths  in  the  Town  thrown  on  the  Phyficians  who 
are  rarely  confulted,  but  when  the  Cafe  is  made  defperate  by 
the  apothecary.  The  Patient  therefore  takes  the  Prognoftick 
of  Death  from  the  change  of  Mvice,^  and  is  depriv’d  of 
that  Zjfurance^  which  is  the  greateft  in  as  in

w/ejiare  by  ill  treatment  forc’d  into  unnatural  Symnomes,  and 
to  differ  from  all  ihefe,  year  Authors  treat  of.  There  are 
in  all  the  Books  of  Fhyfick  no  Cafes  of  Diftetrftrs  rnanagd 
bv  an  Amhecary,  by  alinoft  one  common  random  method, 
your  Writers  having  been  careful  in  this  particular  to  conceal 
the  Infamy  of  the  Peofle  andyour  Profijjion.  _ 

You  perceiv'd  my  Sitrpriz.e,  and  prevented  my  Refl-Slton  on 
the  Colhfe,  that  they  had  not  long  fince  interpos’d  to  prevent 
the  ruineoi  the  People  and  ihemfehes,  by  prefenting  me  wrth 
the  Paters  publifh’d  by  the  Prefdcnt  and  _  C<nfors,  and  that 
lately  concerning  the  Vifptnfary,  fubferib  d  by  niore.than 
forty  of  the  firft  Contributors.  You  pointed  to  me  the  Para- 
graphs  which  juftifie,  and  fupport  all  the  Ankles  of  Impeach- 
miNt.  The  account  of  the  eieSion  of  the  Difptnfary  at  the 
defire  of  the  city  mn&  (Hence  zven  the  Apothecaries.,  as  well 
as  the  unwary  Oppofers^  whole  interests  procurd  by  it.  1 
obferv’d  its  now  almoft  ten  years  fince,  that  a  Committee  of  the 
Honek  part  of  the  College  had  expos’d  thefe  Grievances  to  the 
LordMayor  and  Court  of  Aldermen.and  had  afterward  at  feve- 
ral  times  convinc’d  them  of  the  neceflity  of  removing  thea;- 
prefTwn  the  Publick  had  long  felt  and  complain’d  of.  It  was 
concluded  that  the  Vhyfmans  fhould  rate  the  prtce  of  the 
Medicines  in  his  Preferiptien,  This  was  haughtily  reje&ed  by 
the  Company.  At  the  meeting  in  their  Hall  fome  months  af¬ 
ter  a  fmall  number  of  (be younger  Apothecaries  offering  to 
comply  with  it,  were  compell’d  with  ofthe  vtorfl 

ufage  in  their  Society,  to  retraa  and  withdraw  their  pro- 
mife.  The  Committee  of  the  Aldermen  and  Commons  propo- 
fed  ( the  Apothecary  thus  flying  of  from  that  as  necejfary  as 
reafonable  Propofal )  That  the  College  would  provide  a  Repofi- 
tory  of  Medicines,  which  will  have  and  may  juffly  claim 
( especially  after  twenty  thoufand  Bills  made  up  there )

iiioic  men  ten  to  one  Phyfetan.  The  regulated  Cities  ahroid 
allow  no  more,  then  can  readily  make  up  the  pVS/S^ 
reaions,  in  the  other  proportion  of  one  to  tenf 
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The  confequence  of  fo  great  and  difproportionate  a  num¬ 
ber  is  not  to  be  avoided,  that  nine  Hpmdrtd  of  them  cannot 
poiTibly  keep  good  Medicines  in  their  Shops.  For  mod  of 
the  CompoJuioni\  and  many  of  the  Simples  often  in 

little  qM^antitks.^  are  iiibiecf  to  evaporate  their  moil  adive 
parts,  to  corrupt  in  a  little  time,  and  become  vappid^  or 
four,^  ot  rotten  and  ftinhing.  ^  Who  will  believe,  ^  that  the 
fmple  Waters,^  TinSttires,^  Spirits,^  Powders  of  volatile  parts,^  Sy* 
rnps.^  Eleflaaries,^  &c.  can  wait  and  keep  well,  till  they  have 
their  turn  to  be  us’d,  when  the  Shops  are  as  numerous  as 
the  Skk.  There  mud  be  a  quick  vent  and  expence  and  afe  of 
all  perijljahle  wares.  They  mud  be  thrown  away  and  fup- 
plied  a  new,  if  the  Cnftomer  cannot  be  ympos'd  on.  But  that 
experiment  fhall  be  fooner  miade,  th  en  a  new  Preparation. 

This  the  Gentlemen  foon  obferve  in  a  Tavern,  where  the 
Draught  is  not  great  for  want  of  Cufiomers :  and  the  Ladies 
fee  much  antiquated  Ware  in  the  Mercers  Shop  not  often 
vifited. 

Their  number  obliges  ’em  in  imitation  of  Hawkers.^  to  be 
always  vifiting  the  Families  to  recommend  the  taking  Trade 
in  all  the  eafied  Cafesj  and  in  other  cafes  to  quicken  the  ufe 
of  the  Boles  and  Draughts.  They  are  rarely  feen  attending 
the  bufmefs  of  the  Shop.  The  Prefeript  of  the  DoBor  and 
jipothecary  himfelf  is  left  to  be  made  up  by  the  raw  Beedlefs 
Boy.^  not  prefumed  yet  to  have  Diferetion  equal  to  \\i%Ma- 
fter,^  whofe  utmod  care  is  required  and  depended  on,  where 
the  Patients  Life  is  lojl  by  almod  every  midake.  For  the 
violent Vomitive OotrofivefShymical  Liqmurs  or  Powders  may 
be  taken  down  indead  of  the  Cordials  of  the  fame  Colours. 
Can  the  Boy  bring  his  mind  to  a  fleadinefs  to  number  the 
drops  of  Laudanum  or  the  violent  Jcids,^  or  to  weigh  to  half 
a  grain  Opium  or  Elaterium  ?  Shall  the  Boy  judge,  that  the 
languifliing  Patient he  never  faw,  mud  dy  by  the  Jpoteme 
boyl’d  in  the  Pott  after  this  or  that  other  DecoBion.^  or  that 
a  Copper  Feffel  with  a  riling  ruft  of  Verdegrife  lhall  make  poy- 
fonous  or  vomitive  the  next  Preparation  ? 

The  honed  Apothecariesl^pcaont  the  difficulties  which  by  the 
exorbitant  numbers  are  brought  on  the  People  RXidThemfelves: 
That  their  Medicines  cannot’^be  vented  while  they  are  md 
and  fit  for  ufe. 
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That  the  Scent FaUte,  Stomach  of  the  Sick  muft  condemn 
the  corrupted//«^/»^  Dofe,  before  he  can  lay  it  afide.  That 
they  are  then  put  on  the  difficult  task  of  juftifying  3 
J^r  or  mufly  Draught,  by.;  arguing  againft  the  Senfesof  the 
Sick  and  Attendants.  That  they  and  their~Servants  are 
bafely  us’d  as  Porters,  (  which  gave  the  Motto,  Opiferme 
per  urhem  Dtcor')  fent  forwai  d  and  backward  to  fetch  and  car¬ 
ry  the  Boles  and  Glafes  .--that  they  have  not  leifure  in  their 
Shops  to  prepare  and  compound  any  thing,  but  buy  abroad 
in  the  hurry  ot  porting  up  and  down,  what  e’re  they  can 

have  at  theM-^o/^^/e.  :  _  ^ 

That  they  are  forc'd  to  advife  againrt  their  Confekneexom- 
rnanded  by  the  Nm-fes  and  the  People  to  own  themfelves  as 
sKilitul  as  other  Apothecaries.,  (who  undertake  any  thing  ) 

that  they  may  not  forfeit  cheir  prefent  and  future  bu- 
nnefs. 

.  That  to  live  them/elves  they  mull  endanger  the  Li/r  of  their 
Curtomer,  and  give  oftentimes  more  than  they  would  ufe 
themfelves  under  the  faine  Ckcumfta'nce.  They  reflert  with 
Horrour  at  firft,  that  they  violate  the  Laws  of  their  Coumr\ 
^re  fubjeirt  to  legal  and  adjudged  Felons,  if  they  mi- 
Itake  the  ntue  ot  Dofe  of  the  Medicine.  That  they  are  ob¬ 
lig’d,  to  Tet.ex.oibitant  prii.es  to  the  Poor  and  Servants,  that  the 
Weahfy  may  not  difeern  the  difference’,  and  defire  in  that 
cafe,  not  to  be  rais  d  fb  very  far  above  the  level  with  them 
They  are.  brought  into  the  fad  condition  of  the  French  Kine 
wjio  wantonly  made  hh  Meals  on  the  raw  limbs  of  his  »oar 

Sphjeas  as  you  may  read  the  abfard  defeription  in  the  uniform 
Heroick  Poem  King  Arthur.  ’  ’ 

The  odd  confufwnof  their  hufmefs  perplexes  them  •  to  be 
one  hour  wiping  the  blifiredTpaxt,  and  clapping  on  Melilote 
tfien  in  .another  Family  giving  a  Glyfier :  in  the  next  to 
confider,  what  to  advife  in  a  Malignant  Feaver,  and  in  the 
GonvHlfwns  of  .a  Child  in  another.  The  laft  muft  be  done 
hy  tht  oafefl  pexftdioufnefs  of  ft  ealing  off  the  Fi/e  this  or  that 
Other  Phyjicians  Bill,  they  imagine  may  happen  to  hit  the 
Cafe,  .and  fave  him  the  trouble  of  feeing  the  p.-tient. 
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’Tis  obvious,  the  prodigious  nnmber  of  apothecaries,^  vvho 
in  a  few  years  will  naturally  increafe  to  more  than  twice  as 
many,  and  fo  forward  in  a  double  proportion,  will  necejUa- 
tlly  oblige  them  to  improve  the  greater  vent  of  Phyjici, 
and  the  higher  prizxs.  They  will  not  be  wanting  in  the  per¬ 
petual  incroachment  On  the  Faculty.  They  wil  e  away 
plying  in  at  the  Families ,  to  raife  and  fupport  t  f 
reft,  againft  every  thing  which  is  not  agreeable  to  it. 
They  will  aflhme  the  c«rer  of  many  Thoufands  yearly,  who

A  n  table  Company  round  'dTea-table  ^ 
had  he^nexclamhig^  I  perceiv’d, a  great  while  againU  it,  and 
concluded,  that  they’d  go  the  old  way^  and  expedt  till  it 
carne  more  in  Faflmn,  That  fince  they  did  not  certain¬ 
ly  know,  how  many  had  been  kilTd  by  the  .Jpothvcarfs 
nil  advice  or-  Errors  in  the  Dofesof  Phyfich^  they  w^erecalic 
enough  not  to  find  out  new  occafions  of  trouble.  That  e- 
very  Fee  to  the  DoPior  on  many  accidents  in  the  Tear,  went 
to  the  Heart:  that  the  Bill  at  Chriflmas^  tho’  long  enough 
to  fpoil  the  Jiverfions  of  the  Seafon^  give  but  one,  though  a 
pretty  ftrong  F/r ;  which  went  off  as  foon  as  they  could 
forget  It,  and  came  not  again  till  the  Tear  after.

I  could  only  reply ^  that  they  tfiemfej^ves 
appiov  d  of  the  defign  of  the  Dtfpenfary^  when  they  us’d  the 
Turpng  Salts^  Pearl  Juleps^  HartS'horn  De c option ^  or  the  £- 
hxirs  znd  Spirits  for  the  tTapoars ^  Mvhich  their  Phyficians 
.formerly  had  communicated  to  them,  and  which  they 
bought  off  the  Urnggifi  at  no  great  expence.  It  was  aU 
but  extorted  from  one  of  the  Company  with  a  vifiblc 
concern  in  every  Facc,thatlhe  taking.of  that  Tax  had  nccct-

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In  the  other  vifrs,  I  made  that  day,  I  vjz?.ftarilcd  at  ma¬ 
ny  fcandaloHi  Revorts  of  the  fame  form  and  contrivance  in- 
duftriooQy  fpread  abroad  againfl:  the  Suhfcnknlo  and. 
the  prefent  management  oi  the  Difpenfary.  The  hrlt  I  con¬ 
temn’d  as  malicms  and  fence  left  I mpofihum:  They  had  toP 
much  Poetry  in  ’em  to  pafs  for  truth.  The  o^^er  part  ap¬ 
pear’d  ridiculoufly  little,  and  very  ealily  rcf-uted.  That  their 
Phy/ick  is  dear  ai  the  Jpothecary\  when  we  experience 
the  difference  of  i8  or  19  in  20.  That  their  goodnefs  is 
juftifyT  by  the  Subfcrikrs  care  in  the  choice  of  every 
Drug,  which  they  bay  at  the  higheft  pnz.es..  And  their 
Reputation  is  anfwerable  for  every  ^ca^nt  or  Defea. 
That  they  have  not  5ert;4«^i  fuffici€nt,  when  they  can  ea- 
fily  increafe  the  Number  from  3  or  4  to  10  :  and  the  want 
of  Hands  fuppofes  thz growing  bufinels  equal  to^fray  the 
Charge  of  more.  Thefe  Reflcaions  are  for  the  inoft  part  ve¬ 
ry  awkardly  made,  there  wanting  the  Jjfurance  and  flf  perjwa- 
(ion  and  concern^  which  becomes  a  Satyrift. 
hers  have  not  the  Vniverfitv  Education  or  Cafacityy  tor  tnar 
Employment,  they  may  confult  the  Jpothecffs  hit  of  the 
Coiege,  and  find  out  better,  if  they  cam  If  they  deftroy 
all  their  Patients,-  and  the  Apothecaries  and  their  Confederate^ 
never  fail  of  fnccefs,  the  want  of  Advocates  will  prevent  the 
tryal  and  nonfme  the  Debate.  If  the  remedies  axe- not  good, 
the  abus'd  People  will  readily  and  feafonably  wwfto.  It 
they  have  no  hufinefs,  the  Difpenfary  can  have  none,  and  will 
be  only  a  Colleaion  of  Pots  and  Glajfes,  and  the  Servants 
fufficient  to  fliew  the  ufelefs  Repoftory.  . 

The  People  will  in  a  little  time  apprehend,  that  their  Jnz_ 
tereff,  in  relation  to  Health,  and  Expence,  is  the  fubjeU  ot 
the  Controverfy,  and  that  every  one  is  both  Judge  and 
Party,  and  has  power  to  give  a  definitmfentence,  as  tax  a% 
hiroftlf  is  concern’d .

You  (to  pleafethe  /’eop/e)  make 
your  felves  as  like  the  uifothecaries^  as  you  canj '-'with  the' 
only  difference  of  a /V;»f  fmn  3  Copper  pUte^  where  the  fi* 
gttres  are  exadly  the  fame,  only  look  a  different  way.  Yoii 
■ixe  becon  e  Doaor-Apitkcury^  and  they  have  been  thefe  40 
years  Apothecary- DoBort.  You  reftore  the  ancient  and  cau¬ 
tious  PraBlce  by  providing  efFeaual  and  prevent¬ 

ing  many  deadly  mifiakes.,  Tht  Apothecary  leaves  his  con¬ 
cern  to  the  irfco/e/4/e  trade  and  his  is  always  abroad- cr¬ 
ying  advice.  Can  any  two  things  be  more  alike  in  the 
outward  feature  and  appearance  I  Can  they  be  julfly  dif- 

pleas’d  with  yom  who  give  your  care  and  countenance  tO: 
ttic  ti  sdc  of  nisking  ^idicmes  ?  Astlic  A^pothcc^ry  in  return 
puts  a  value  upon  yours,  in  pleafing  himfelf  with  the 
Praftice  of  Phyfick.  They  reply,  They  are  fore’e  to  it  by 
the  import  unity  of  the  People,  fo  are  you  by  the  fame  importu¬ 
nity  to  fend  your  Preffrtpt  to  the  CoUege,  by  thofe,  who  like 
a  good  Medicine,  at  the  Intrtnfick  value.  They  are  afraid 
the  Difpenfary  will  in  time  ruine  the  Apothecaries  Trade  who 
are  indnflrioully  every  day  deftrcylng  your  Profeffion.  '  You 
are  invaded  with  vaft  Iffumhers,  like  a  Ruffan  Army  wha 
yay  without  Quarter,  refer ving  only  a  fere  (laves  to  be  cut 
of,  if  they  bear  not  their  Chains  eafily,  or  fcruple  any  reork 
they  are  put  upon. 

In  other  Con  verfations  I  had  better  fiiccefi  r  I-  had  per- 
leaded  not  a  few  to  cohfult  thofe  of  the  Society  they  e- 
llepm’4,  at  the  approach  of  the  Spring,  I  have  had  their 
with  large  Accounts  of  the  difference  of  the  old  and  new 
PraBice  of  Phyfick.

They  are  call’d  by  us  Topping  Inyfaians,  be- 
caufe  we  put  ’em  on  the  People,  as  we  pkafe.  You  miy 
obferve  there  are  now  in  theTown  of  feveral  Sortments  and 
different  Abilities.,  who  pafs  by  our  Arti^cesior  the  greateft 
Men  Has  not  one  rifen  confiderably  by  our  Favoar,  who 
has  employ’d  much  of  his  time  in  writing  3  Polw  Poems, 
which  have  been  exploded.hy  his  Brother  Poets  and  Phypcians 
for  the  vileft  bomhaft,  which  is  now  meant  hy  lofty  Poetry,  , 
every  exprejfion  relating  to  Phyfick  or  PfcdoM)'  prov  d  in  > 
Print  to  be  triflingly  abfard  or  falfe,  and  )udg  d  fo  even  by 
us  ?  Do  not  feveral  of  the  CoHege  come  over  to  us,  and  her 
eravall  that  pafles  there  .?  The  reft  are and  dare  not 
he^  honefi  and  jnft  to  their  Patients,  fearing  to  incur  .our  ■ 
difpleafurc?  Will  we,  think  you,  pardon  him,  who  cures 
aFe^-yer,  at  the  rate  of  t  or  2  punds,  when  ont,Frie»rfr, 
will  raife  the  Bill  for  us  to  1  o,  20  or  40 .?  He  that  brings 
in  the  Fidler  to-  the  Company,  will  make  him  pfoy  what 
Tunes  and  as  often  as  he  pleafes.  W  hat  does  the  Dtfpenf^ary 
pretend  to  impofe  bn  the  PublkK-that  we  are  not  «/«/«/ out  ^ 
of  our  Shops,  who  give  Glyfiers,Areis  Blifiers,  and  Bleed  whea 
itseafie,  and  like  to  have  no  i///orVcf«e»«,  1  would  not 
farther  concern  my  felf,  but  only  put  him_in  mind,  hat 
one  Sex  was  accommodated  vpithout  them,  and  that  the  o- 
ther  was  properly  the  bulineft  of  the  Surgeon,  who  at¬ 
tends  to  thefe  and  the  greater  Ca&sM  Surgery  abroad  with- 
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y 

out  impediment  to  any  part  of  his  Befides  that 

the  Buyers  often  inflam’d  of  corroded  with  the  Acrimo¬ 
ny  of  the  Humours.,  or  wanting  to  be  drawn  to  evacuate 
more  freely,  required  more  then  the  common  treatment

You  had,  I  remeaiber,  made  me  very  fenfible,  fbw  much 
that  cxccllcfit  and  moft  ufsful  Art  of  Say^cTy  was  inv.jded 
by  thofe  bold  Pretenders  to  every  thing  they  do  not  ori- 
derftand.  They  without  fufpeding  the  Nerve  ot  Ar^ 
tery  may  ly  in  the  way.  They  apply  to  Injiammations  or 
other  Tumours^  and  keep  in  the  fatrid  matter  till  the 
Sinuous^  or  rotten  bone  gives  pain  loud  enough^  to 

call  the  Surgeon. 

Having  had  various  abroad,  I  remembrecl  I  was 
in  the  Evening  to  meet  a  feleft  Company  of  Merchants 
and  other  Eminent  Gtizens.  I  determin’d  to  ask  their  af- 
0ance  and  council.  I  fliew’d  them  all  your  Papers  and  laid 
before  ’em  in  all  the  Informations  relating  to  the  College  and 
Gur  own  immediate  Intereft.  Some  were  difeourfing  of 
the  Trxaties  abroad,  and  the  common  danger  of  our  Liber¬ 
ty  ynA  Property  from  another  fort  of  Invader.  But  at

And  f after  our  Allertion  of  the  cheapnefi  of 
the  bell  Medicines,  and  forac  contells  about  it)  that  yon 
■would,  as  in  our  Papers  for  fak  by  the  Candle,  give  a  pret¬ 
ty  near  EJiimate  of  xh^valut  of  Preparation  zxii  Com- 
pofltibn  or  Simple  now  us’d  in  Phyfick.

Contrmerfy  depends ,  'but  the- Cosnpany  would  not  doubt 
of  the  eafie  the  moll'  effeSual  -  (iSs  ate 

fit  for  the  ufe  of  that  Prince  now  the  regard  of  all  £«- 
rofe')  many  of  us  having  us’d  of  feverul  kinds,  of  which 

the 
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Che  Dofe  was  of  no  great  value.  After  having  lamemed  the 
n,ifa>ahle  Cor,dmon  of  the  Paor,  and  the  vi!e_  tnMment  oi  all 
(ichers  thefe  laft  49  years,,  they  were  pleas'd  wey  had'now 
„  nrofoeft  of  better  and  more  humane  ujap.  1  ney  re¬ 
viv’d  they  would  make  all  their  Acqnairitancc  fenubte 
of  the  ecnerou^  defign  of  the  Dtjf  cnjary,  and  engage  ■era  to 
the  moft  induftvious  publication  of  its  ule,  the  op.lyP^w^-; 
cca  to  the  many  CaUmitles  oi  ihs  ilA.  That  they  would 
not  doubt  to  convince  the  moft  hitherto  or  ke^-

That  our  Servants  (hall  be  conltancly  fent  for  the  Phyfick, 
the  DireRions  being  left  at  our  Houles  by  the  proper  hand,.,. 
that  each  of  us  fending  our  Porters,  the  hurry  and  confufi- 
may  be  taken  off  from  the  Jpothecary  and  his  Servants, 
'bv  which  many  Patients  Phyfick  hdng  comcfdzt  one-time, 
the  deadly  Accidents  which  now  frequently  happen,  may, 
be  avoided.  Onr  Mejfienger  will  find  the  Shop  fedately  for¬ 
warding  their  important  aMr,  every  o^  will  wait  the 
wiAwe  for  his  Matter,  by  which  the  poffibility  of  a  mt- 
Bah  will  be  prevented. 

^  The  College  will  be  fafe  from  the  temptations  they  now  ly 
under  and  from  being  in  fo  large  numbers  debmeht  from 
their  l«-f«e,and  their  indifipcnfiable  duty  to  their  which 

branches  into  every  diftinR  regard  of  his  Welfare. 
And  whereas  the  prefect  one  Thoufand  have  2  or  3  Ap- 
nrentices  each,  which  multiplying  in  the  fame  Proponion, 
mutt  raife  the  prizjes  of  Phyfak,  and  the  Quantity  and  the 
Jndu&ry  of  giving  more,  to  the  ruine  at  laft  of  their  credit 
with  the  People,  there  is  no  other  method  even  to  pre/ewe 
themfehes.

to  oblige  the  Phyfician  to  rate  the  Prefcription  lent  to  the 
Jpothtcary  at  the  faireft  Profit,  to  be  paid  at  fartheft  after 
the  Recovery :  And  to  prevent  the  lipping  of  Cordials  and 
Pearl  Juleps,  as  Vfquebaugh  at  the  Coffee-houfe,  upon  every 
little  humour  of  taking,  promoted  by  the  cafual  yilit  and 
encourag'd  by  the  mean  and  vile  cuftom  of  going  uponVici 
till  Chrtflmas.  A  modeft  Gentleman  gave  his  ^jfent  with 
fome  doubt  of  fuccefs,  that  he  would  at  home  propofe  thelc 
confiderations  to  the  belt  advantage  he  could. 

Another,  who  fees  through  the  Town,  demanded  what 
hope  there  may  be  to  repell  the  confidence  of  the  Men  of 
the  Bottle,  and  Wit  and  Banter,  which  admire  only  the  child- 
dfli  wantonnels  of  Thought,  and  the  pretty  Deviations  from 
good  fenfe,  and  therefore  Charadter  the  Men  of  their  Parts 
and  Drefs  into  the  publick  Efteem,  They  were  left  td 
their  Fortune  and  Experience  of  others  more  dilcerning 
and  concluded,  that  the  Signature  ought  to  be  taken  from 
other  affairs  of  equal  concern  and  importance.  Theablelb 
Pilot,  is  put  into  the  Ship,  to  be  fail’d  out  or  brought  in¬ 
to  Port.

A  Pradice  too  vile  to  be  expos’d,  to  impute  the  misfortuneto 
the  honeft  indulfry  of  the  Phyfician,  when  he  has  not  been 
confulred  till  the  extremity,  after  many  days  doling  by 
our  felics  and  vifttants,  and  the  Apothecary,  not  a  lowing 
tie  hit  laqueft  of  DiftlPtm,  which  would  difeover  tire 
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fages  of  the  He^rt  fiopt^  the  Vlcers  or  Gang'rans  of  the  Vif» 
ctra.  We  were  agreed  to  controul  our  Families^  and  perfwads 
our  Friends  to  the  fame  Ecfolidtions :  and  were  about  to  part, 
when  one  ot  oiir  who  had  been  filent  fome  time^ 

exprell  hinifelf  with  (onie  Heat,  from  the  Rdatm^  he  had 
to  fome  of  the  F.^culty.  Ltt  us  not  loofe  this  only  opportmity  ot 
railing  the  reputation  of  one  of  th^.moll:  nfifiil  and 
ed  Profefw^s^wh^n.

Shall 
we  look  on  unconcern’d,  when  the  Faculty  and  /elves  are 
enftav'd  and  opprefi  by  the  ?7Mmhcr  of  the  Apothecaries^  who 
were  originally  their  Servants.  What  is  the  Myflery  but  a 
Mechankk  and  Handycraft  Trade.  They  ad  nothing,  but  by 
the  ordinance  zr\A  Directions  of  the  Phy/cian,  The  Aiedi^ 
cines^  the  Shops  are  furnifh’d  with,  are  all  from  their  Ap^ 

'  pointnient.  The  Drags  are  powder  d^  hoyrdy  difiilPd^  and 
together  only  by  their  order.  What  Books  or  Lan¬ 
guages  are  underftood  and  confider’d  by  them,  bat  the  pab- 
tick  Difpen/atory  or  Rcceit  Book?  The  Cook^^^ Confectioner  or 
Ter/mer  have  as  much  pretence  to  learnings  or  the  know^ 
ledge  of  the  nfes  of  what  diey  prepare.  Have  not  our  Servants 
the  skill  to  make  up  all  our  domefiick  collections  of  Receits^ 
which  are  many  of  them  the  fame,  with  theirs  ?  The  ander 
Servants  to  thoChymijts  Labor  at, ory^vihWQ  he  cleanfes  the  Gla/? 
fes/and  attends  the  Firesy  fpeedily  difeerns  the  Mechanick 
part  of  making  tlie  SpiritSy  the  TinClare^  the  Salts  i  Tho  the 
Defign  znd  Procefs  were  given  by  the  incomparable  Mr,Bojley 
orthQ  Factdtyy  ^nd  -the  ufes  only  known  to  the  fagaciods 
Phyfician.

believe,  the  Dlfeafe  is  treated  very  much  by  Guefs^  and  on 
ConjcEiures.^  they  are  not  very  folicitoqs,  v\^ho  throws  the 
Dice  for  their  Lives,  But  you  would  rather  make  choice 
of  owe,  who  has  made  that  his  only  hapnefs,^  has  lludied  and 
practis’d  all  the  Artifices  of  making  them  run  to  his 
than  any  common  Hand.  But  you  W'ill  not  deny,  that  eve¬ 
ry  Art  has  the  means  to  attain  its  end.  This  is  obvious  in 
every  Manufacture  which  is  made  better  and  worfe  according 
to  the  capacity  znd  skin  of  the  Artificer.  There  are  other  Arts 
whole  fuhjeCl  is  perlfimhle  from  Gaufes  above  the  power  and 
controul  of  the  Art,^^h\ch  Events  are  not  juftly  imputable  to 
the  Artijt^if  he  is  not  vifibly  deficient  in  his  Skill  and  Addrefs, 
is'perform’d  by  Rules, which  w  ill  condud  a  51?/p 
the  Voyage  to  the  Fort  defign’d.But  violent  Storms^^nd  Rocks 
undifeover’d,  the  fpringing  of  a  Plank  ,  or  weaknels  of  the

the  Swer  of  their  Co«t/e.  , 

We  have  the  mod  certain  experiences  of  their  Cures  from 
the  obfervationof  all  Ages.  Even  thefe  (as  Celfus  di¬ 
vide's  them)  which,  are  the  more  latent,  as  .hidden  Pefii- 
knees  and  malignant  Feavers,  difeover  the  ways,  by  which 
Nature  expels  the  malignity.  All  other  Dipmpers  are  from 
our  felves  of  our  own  making,  by  Intemperance,  Luxury  , 
and  the  gratifications  of  our  Senfes,  or  are  from  the  lame 
caufesew  traduce  deliver  d  down  to  us.  Their  force  and 
power  to  corrupt  our  Conftitutions  is  demonftrated,  by  the 
common  obfervation ,  that  all  the  Families  of  the  '^Bach 
(  whofe  malth  is  not  fo  valuable  as  they  imagine;  are  in  few 
Years  extinU,  and  the  Recruits  of  them  made  from  labour,  In^ 
duflry  and 'T ^mfcrance^vj^ich  refine  and  purge  the  Humours  to 

their  natural  purity  and  vigour.  .  ,  .  .  , ,  . 

You  cannot  doubt  the  efficacy  of  the  hfiramentsus  d  m 
PhyCisk  when  in  many  cafes  the given  impro¬ 
perly  or  in  large  quantities,  ad  as  Poyfons^  and  then,  in 
a  little  longer  time,  as  vifible  deftroy  :  when  the  over  do¬ 
ling  the  or  other  Spirits  fire  and  inflame  the  blood 

and  fpirits,  when  Opiates  are  able  to  flop  their  motions,  and 
the  Barke  can  check  the  ferment  of  a  Feaver^  which  cannot 
be  cur’d  but  by  the  expulfion  of  the  venom.  The  effeds 
jof  its  Vurgers^  are  own’d  by  the  vulgar 

experience.  The  late  but  furer  force  of  Labour^  Temperance^ 

Pefi  have  been  formerly  own’d  in  the  moft  ohftmate  Dlfeafes. 
They  are  now  reje^hed^  as  the  moft  nanfeons  Phyfick^  and  the 
moB:  difficult  methods  to  be  comply ’d  with.  1  need  not  ac- 
I  V  D  2,  quaint 

i  ■  ' 
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quaint  you  v/ith  the  Mineral  Waters^  which  as  the  Jlpoz^kmes 
formerly  us’d,  are  able  to  coo^^dibucy  and  pfirify  theblood^af- 
ter  ic  has  been  heated  nnd  corrupted  by  the  modijh  living  of  iomc 
years  before. 

J^^at^^re  difcovers  to  the  Phyfician  its  furerf  methods  of  dif- 
miffing  the  nioft  common by  bleeding,  Sweats  ox 
difcharging  the  grofler  humours  by  other  ways,  which  k 
chooies  according  to  the  circumftances  of  every  Difeafe. 

‘  In  the  more  difficulty  vs  here  it  is  the  more  opprefiy  it  gives 
Indications,  or  Signsy  how  it  would  be  affifted  or  direded,  at 
leak  our  Magazines  of  obfervations  cannot  fail  to  furniffi  in  all 
the  cafes  parallel  to  them.

ment  of  its  ftrength  )  any  fort  of  Phyfick  given  at  random  ’ 
and  at  haz,ard  *,  the  Apothecary  plies, the  Patient  with  Medkims 
he  does  not  want,  to  pay  the  trouble  of  Attending,  magnipes 
the  Difeafe  and  his  skill,  and  robs  the  Rich  of  tht  knowledge  of 
tliQ  goodnefs  of  hh  Conp it Ht ion.  In  thefe  the  nioft  ufual  111- 
rfe/the  Fhypeian  fhews  his  Art  by  xmognofficating,  with 
Integrity,  the  aflur’d  fuccefs  ^  which  is  a  richer  Cordial,  then 
the  Shops  afford,  and  merits  his  Reward,  like  the  Statefman  , 
when  the  Publkk  is  in  perfect  tranquillity.  But  when  there 
lhall  be  Nodus  vindice  dignus,  whdn  in  the  Crifis  dubiis  tre^ 
pidat  viBoria]  pennis,  when  the  experienc’t  Phyfician  will 
doubt,  ARb^thtx  Natptr ediSisXo  Its  ovin  prefervation,  or  wants 
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Jjftfiance  of  Jrtj  will  examine  the  efFe(^ofone  Mtdi^ 
cincj  before  he  rifqaes  the  ufe  of  others  t  j  the  fame  or  other 
■pur poles  :  The  ignorant  and  the  lefs  fearful  Ad  vifer  will  not 
loofe  the  opportunity  of  filling  the  Patient  and  the  Chamber  , 
with  the  certain  profipea  of  his  owit  jidvantage.  Thcfe  are 
the  Cafes^  in  which  all  the  fevereft  and  molt  jufi:  obfervati- 
ons  of  the  prefent  and  of  former  Ages  muH  be  confulted*

that  the  feeble  reflUfs  Patient  may  drink  h\s  Cordial  to  re¬ 
vive  or  compofe  him,  without  the  dufturbanceof  taking  it 
at  twice,  and  with  difficulty  the  other  w^ay. 

I  prefame  you  will  allow  the  Corollaryy  that  by  much  Phy* 
(ick  divided  into  little  rated  fo  high,  the  Apothe¬ 

cary  has  in  the  reward  of  his  Attendance  (which  by  the 
Phyfician  is  often  excus’d)  much  greater  Fees,  often  trebly  or 
^Wr/^p/y  more  then  the  Faculty.  You  will  not  therefore 
be  furprlz’d,  if  it  be  aflerted  ,  that  in  a  Bill  of  ten  Pomds 
nine  are  the  reward  of  his  Advice  and  Attendance^  and  in  all 

the  oth^tfams  proportionahly*  * 

The  People  muft  accufe  theirown  who  never  gra¬ 

tifying  the  Apothecarys  v'lfity  oblige  him  in  the  Cafe,  where 
one  Medicine  removes  t\\Q  Difiempery  to  bring  in  for  eVery 
ii  or  4.  Pdoars^  and  feveral  Days^  as  much  as  will  anfwer  one 
of  the  Ends  he  propofes  to  bimfelf.  Can  he  thus  negledt^ 
cd  by  his  Cultomers,  with  fafety  to  himfelf  advifethe  Wa^ 
tersy  Milky  Temper anccy  Bepofey  txercife  or  y  peculiar 
or  Country  Air  y  by  which  obfeinate  Dif cafes  are  curd*- 
But  to  the  reprpach  of  the  Compolitions  of  the  Shop, 

But  what  Redrefs  can  be  expcfted  to  all  thefe  Grievances  f 
‘  There  muft  be  certain  fct  to  all  the  Medicines,  , 

with  the  greateft  encouragement  to  t\\t  Apothecary  to  pre¬ 
pare  them ,  ,  rt. 

They  muft  bring  their  number  by  the  moft  proper  Me¬ 
thods  to  be  equal  to  the  the  City  has  of 
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The  former  Metfeods^muft  be  reviv’d^y  whicli 

the  Peop/<?  were  eafie,  without  the  prerent  either  Jujfkims 
Dr  comflaints.
